TOKYO, Nov. 14.—CT>—Although 


officials confirmation was unavail- 
able, it was learned authoritative- 
ly today that Japan's claims for 70 
percent of American strength in 
cruisers carrying 8-inch guns have 
met with a discouraging reception 
both in London and in Washing- 
ton. 


Recent 
diplomatic correspond- 
ence from those capitals has been 
a closely guarded secret at the for- 
eign office, but this afternoon's pa- 
pers gave prominence to "reports of 
an Anglo-American tendency to re- 
ject the Japanese 
raito 
claims, 
arousing editorial criticism which 
also appeared to be cropping out in 
some official circles. 


While it was officially denied 
they were meeting in connection 
with the receipt of unfavorable re-

of. Improving the foreign service,' 
which the chief executive outlined 
in his Armistice day speech, is the 
strengthening also of the far Eas- 
tern, near. Eastern and other ser- 
vices by making these posts more 
attractive to trained diplomats and 
business men might be ..induced to 
serve the government. 
, The present move of the adminis- 
tration results directly from Mr. 
Hoover's good will tour of Central 
and South America during which 
he became convinced of the neces- 
sity for early action and for a com- 
plete study of the whole situation 
in the diplomatic service. 
- For a number of reasons the gov- 
ernment has found it difficult al- 
ways to obtain the services of the 
very best men for some 
of the 


posts in the tropical countries al- 


though there -was a full apprecia- 
tion by officials of the importance 
of the work to be done by Ameri- 
can representatives in those coun- 
tries. 
In many Instances the appoint- 


ment of career men became out of 
the question because they were un- 
able to supplement their salaries 
out of private income as 
many 
American diplomatic representativ- 
es are obliged to do in order to 
maintain tho prestige 
of 
their 


country. 
Men out of the government ser- 


vice seeking diplomatic posts us- 
ually wanted what they regarded 
as more important 
assignments 


and it was a rare thing that those 
most desirable from a governmen- 
tal standpoint could be convinced 
of the high character of. the work 
which they could perform for their 
government. 


With Increased allowances 
for 
expenses, to include rent, servant 
hire, and the like, it will be possi- 
ble for men of small means, or 
those dependent entirely upon their 
compensation from 
the govern- 


ment to carry on in the smaller 
posts in a manner benefiting rep- 
resentatives of the United States.

proximately 100,000 bales, within 
15.000 bales of last year's total, and 
requests for information were be- 
ing received by mail, wire and tel- 
ephone. 


Must Follow Order*. 
The farmer wishing to share In 


the association's loan * must first 
sign a marketing' agreement with 
the association, ship his cotton an 
instructed, and then draw the first 
advance of approximately $60 
a 
bale, according to E. H. Linsteader, 
assistant secretary of the associa- 
tion. After the cotton is weighed 
and classified, the second advance 
may be drawn, depending on the 
cotton. 
Advances will be supplemented 


by further payments when tho cot- 
ton Is sold If the association suc- 
ceeds In its intention of obtaining 
better prices. The total advances 
will equal $0.16 1-4 per pound on 
the basis of middling 7-8 inch sta- 
ple minus freight and handling ex- 
pense, the assistant secretary said.

The Actuarial Society of 


America, whose* business it 
is to gather and digest sig- 
nificant statistics on every- 
thing of importance, has re- 
duced the death risk in an 
airplane to percentage. Dur- 
ing last year the chances of 
a fatal ending to an airplane 
flight were about one in 4000 
when flying over scheduled 
passenger routes in properly 
licensed planes. For private 
operation 
of airplanes the 


morality figures were appar- 
ently considerably lower, but 
the lack of comparative fig- 
ures on actual mileage flown 
makes the contrast of doubt- 
ful significance. 


Reduced to figures in this 


fashion, the hazards of fly- 
ing-can be more accurately 
estimated than from the rec- 
ords of any one week. The 
passenger's risk is about one- 
twenty-fifth of one per cent 
and is being steadily lessen- 
ed.

looks by pilgrims, despite the fact 
the the prime minister rode with 
me in our soldier-driven car. 
Facing the Facts 
Racial and religious antipathies 


do exist. They are deep and wide- 
spread. The accumption which will 
be made by many teachers of this 
lesson that only the white races are 
superior and offish and condescend- 
ing In their attitude toward other 
peoples needs revision. In the pres- 
ent lesson we are facing one of the 
major political and social problems 
of the world today. Every race on 
earth is affected. So we are on an 
important quest when we seek to 
ascertain the Bible's teaching upon 
this subject. 


It is my good fortune to have 


known personally, In their own 
homelands, representatives of the 
major races of mankind. I have 
found them all simply human be- 
ings, responsive to the same im- 
pulses that move my neighbors in 
Swarthmore.

The 
Old Testament is the record of a 
Chosen People; the New Testament 
carries on thes ame idea, that by 
one nation the world is to be saved 
and served. Whenever It touches 
the subject, the Bible teaches nat- 
ional loyalty. There Is nothing an- 
alagous to Russian 'international- 
ism" in all of Its pages. 
But the New Testament also mak- 
es clear that, because Christ is mas-

From the Missionary Angle. 
Implied in this lesson 
Is

whole missionary 
conception of 
Christianity. One of the unshaka- 
ble arguments for the world-wide 
dissemination of the Gospel is tnat 
already it has b6en proved over- 
whelmingly that people of every 
color and clime and condition make 
just as good Christians as those in 
the BO-calle< "Christian nations." 
The New Testament fruits are as 
clearly and unquestionably borne 
by converts among the Japanese, 
Koreans, Chinese, Indians, Arabs, 
and Egyptians as by Britons or 
Americans. 


Your really vital internationalist 


is not the parlor pink, or the senti- 
mentalist who raves over alien peo- 
ples and derogates his own nation; 
but it is the missionary whose en- 
tire spirit and purpose and activi- 
ties radiate good will to all men. 
Sometimes 
we hear 
uninformed 
criticism that the missionary is a 
trouble maker; on the contrary; he 
is such a^begetter of good will to- 
ward his homeland that the vry 
business mqn who find fault with 
him have built their foreign trade 
upon the foundation which he has 
laid. 
Missionaries are conspicu- 


ously the champions anrt defenders 
of the nationalities to which they 
are accredited. They have search- 
ed out and found the best in the 
nature of all men. 


Some years ago. a Scotch news- 
paper editor in Tien Tsin, China,- 
said to me, "The missionaries are 
really the ones who have the best 
right of all foreigners to live In 
this land, for they alone are here 
for ifie 
benefit 
of the 
Chineso. 


Business men are here for the sake 
of tehir own pockets; travelers for 
their own pleasure. But the mis- 
sionary seeks nothing but the real 
betterments of these people."

Shortage in the cotton crop alone 
was said to reduce the aggregate 
of the Texas farm Income this year 
by almost $100,000,000. Production 
was the smallest since 1921 and 
1922, 
and the crop had the lowest 
outturn on record owing to the 
combined widespread 
loss from 
drouth, insects and disease. 
In- 
stead of 35 per cent of the .total 
American crop aa In 1928, Texas 
this year is producing only 26 per 
cent, the report stated. The Texas 
output was estimated at 3,950,000 


v- bales. 
Tho estimated production of 80,- 
611,000 bushels of corn was report- 
ed to be the lowest since 1925. The 
/report indicated an average yield 
of 44 bushels of rice as compared 
with 42 last year.

It added "this matter.is in capable 
hands." 


The letter under Arnold's name 
was addressed to Vance Muse, a field 
man of the tariff association. 


, Arnold Makes Denial. 
Before presentation of this letter, 
Chairman Caraway had asked Arn- 
old if be had assisted in organiza- 
tion of the republican council which 
was projected, the chairman added, 
"to hold in line" Southern states. 
Arnold' testified he had nothing to 
do with formation of the council. 
The letter as placed in the rec- 
ord read: 
' _ 
"I went with the darkey today to 
see Vice-President Curtis and he 
thought well of our negro congress- 
man idea, but said it was a matter 
that should be taken up with Mr. 
Hoover and he would talk with 
Hoover about it. 
Curtis said he 
thought of getting a better grade 
of negroes to lead in the South, 
but I told him that would be the 
complete remedy. 
Better Llrie of Approach. 
"Our line of approach is much 
more acceptable to politicians and 
to negroes of equalizing by black- 
ening the democratic party than by 
whitening the republican party; the 
negroes will go In revolt over the 
plan of kicking them out of the par- 
ty or of leadership; they will have 
to take themselves out of the way 
for the present 
"Our talk is down the race prob- 
lem line, they all see that the race 
problem must be solved first before 
.anything further can be done. We 
have the best solution yet. 
"Think you should get Dr. Lewis 
here on the 10th and start some- 
time;' we will never get anywhere 
talking around in circles; if neces- 
sary to see Hoover before it starts 
off then go see him and get his 
decision.'

TEXAS GOVERNOR 


ADDRESSES STATE 
flIGHWAYJFFICIALS 


COST OF MAINTAINING UN- 


IMPROVED ROADS EATS 


UP HIGHWAY FUNDS 


SAN ANTONIO, Nov. 13. 


(AP)—Cost of maintaining 
unimproved roacls on the 
Texas state designated sys- 
tem eats up the current high- 
way fund so rapidly it is dif- 
ficult under the present fi- 
nancing p o l i c y to "get 
ahead" with construction of con- 
nected 
mileage, Governor 
Dan 
Moody told the Amreican Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials in 
convention here today. 
He advocated issuance of state- 
wide bonds or debentures with the 
current Income pledged to retire 
the indebtedness. 
Declaring the bond issue plan 
was "Just and fair," since the high- 
ways were not being built "for this 
generation alone," he said he hoped 
the people of Texas would be given 
"an opportunity to pass on 
the 
proposal." 
Amendment Necessary. 
•In order to issue state bonds, it 
would be necessary to amend the 
state constitution, and before 
a 
proposed change can be voted on 
the legislature in regular biennial 
session must submit ft. It requires 
r. two-thirds vote of the legislators 
to submit a constitutional change. 
The current legislature failed by 
two or three votes to aubmlt a 
change, which, If adopted, would 
have authorized a state bond issue. 
The "highway problem" is the 
most perplexing one Texas has to 
deal with, Governor Moody sairl, 
pleading with the American Asso- 
ciation to take action, "by passage* 
of resolutions or otherwise," to 
help educate Toxans who are "not 
educated to proper appreciation of 
permanent highways." 
He said that during 
the last 
three years Texas had made more 
progress in highway building than 
"In twice that period of time" here- 
tofore. Funds Inadequate. 
Texas has an' "inadequate and 
pitiful sum" for highway construc- 
tion and maintenance to work with 
considering the demands, he salt!. 
"With only 520,000,000 a year in- 
come the state had 17,000 miles of 
designated highways to maintain 
and this will likely be Increased to 
20.000 miles shortly," Governor 
Moody said. 
The policy of permitting countlco 
to vote bonds with which to sup- 
plement state funds has resulted In 
the existence of many gaps' in the 
system of improved highways, he 
stated. 
"How soon we will bp able to 
complete a connected and perma- 
nent (If there is, such a thing as a 
permanent road) system of high- 
ways depends on the authority we 
give the highway commission in 
financing construction," Governor 
Moody said. "I think we ought to 
givo the commission complete con- 
trol of financing and construction 
of our highways." 


Land Tax Unfair. 
He declared the levying of an ad 
valorem tax to meet interest on 
bonds and retire the indebtedness 
was first resorted to on grounds 
the owners of the land so taxed 
were "at least theoretically benefit- 
ted" by construction of the roads. 
"But that is not so," he said. "In 
many cases the highways arc far 
removed from; the landn taxed and 
pledged to retirement of the 
in- 
debtedness issued against them. 
"I have reached the conclusion 
that it is more equitable and just 
to impose on traffic 
the cost of 
construction 
and 
maintenance, 
.since it la the traffic, and not the 
land owner, that is most benefitted 
by the construction of highways. 
"Since it is not solely for this

Favors State Bonds 


SAN ANTONIO, Nov. 13.—W— 
Advocates of a large bond issue 
for building' up Texas' system of 
roads today had further fuel for 
their arguments in a! speech de- 
livered before tho 15th annual con- 
vention of the American Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials 
here. 
T. H. McDonald, chief of the 
bureau of public roads, Washing- 
ton, 
delivered a drubbing to the 
"pay as you go" policy yesterday, 
declaring there is not a single 
valid argument against the issu- 
ance of bonds for road improve- 
ments as a fiscal matter. 
"It is poslble for those seeking 
public office," he said, "to secure 
votes against bonds by capitalizing 
old prejudices and the characteris- 
tic human fear of debt; but in the 
face of experience of states which 
have made the most rapid prog- 
ress in road improvement, there 
is not a single unfavorable situa- 
tion, or circumstance to suport an- 
ti-bond arguments." 
W. C. Markham of Washington, 
executive secretary of the associa- 
tion, in his annual report asserted 
that "the federal government is 
not paying its just share in Im- 
provement of the interstate high- 
way system." 
Jose Rivierla, secretary of the 
Mexican federal highway commis- 
sion, announced the commission's 
budget would be increased from 
eight million to twelve million 
pesos in 1930 to speed completion 
of the Mexican part of the Pan- 
American highway.

PREPAREDNESS AIM 


PRESIDENT HOOVER 


INTERNATIONAL GOOD WILL 
HELD BEST PREVENTATIVE 


AGAINST WAR 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. -OT--A 


peace which combines a full reali- 
zation of American principles of 
justice with such adequate prepara- 
tion for defense that no foreign 
soldier shall over set foot upon 
American soil is the hope and ob- 
jective of President Hoover. 


To this Ideal and to the removal 
of dormant and apparent circum- 
stances which 
might arise to 
threaten the serenity of the nation 
his administration had dedicated 
itself. It is endeavorkig so to or- 
ganize its foreign relations as to 
strengthen the spirit of internation- 
al good-will, "create respect and 
confidence" and "stimulate esteem 
between peoples." 


The chief executive summed up 
the goal of his foreign policies in 
an address delivered last night un- 
der auspices 
of 
the 
American , 
Legion as the climax of Its armis- 
tice day celebration. 


For tho consideration of the na- 
tions of the world, Mr. Hoover held 
out a suggestion which he believes 
would prove effective as a starting 
point for the solution of the age- 
old, 
troublesome and trouble-pro- 


ducing problem of freedom of the 
seas. 


Would Protect Food Ships 
"For many years, and born of a 
poignant personal experience," he 
said, "I have held that food ships 
should be made free of any inter- 
ference In times of war. I would 
place all vessels laden solely with 
food supplies on tho same foot- 
Ing as hospital ships. The time has 
come when we should remove star- 
vation of women and children from 
the weapons of warfare." 
Declaring promotion of Interna- 
tional goodwill 
more vital even 
than armies and navies in defense, 
Mr. Hoover said it was In this in- 
terest he visited the presidents of 
the South American republics and 
that was why he welcomed the 
visit of the British prime minister 
to the United States. 
As another and immediate step 


in the direction of world peace, 
Mr. Hoover said the United States 
would reduce Its naval strength in 
proportion to any other nation and 
added amid a burst of applause 
the others could not go "too low 
for us." 


• 
Many Difficulties 
In making his appeal for peace, 
Mr. Hoover made It clear he was 
not unmindful of difficulties along 
that road. He said this road re- 
quires preparedness for defense as 
well as preparedness for peace. 
On the side of defense he said 
amid enthusiastic applause he was 
"for 
adequate preparedness as a 
guaranty that no foreign soldier 
shall ever step upon tho soil of 
our country." Of peace he warned 
it was not "a static thing;" that "to 
maintain peace is as dynamic in its 
requirements 
as tho conduct of 
war." 
His own address completed, the 
chief executive heard O. L. Boden- 
hamer, national commander of the 
American Legion, make an impas 
sioned plea for enactment of a uni- 
versal service law and declare the 
American Legion "desires to serve 
in peace as it did In war." 


London Frees Reticent 
LONDON, Nov. 12—W)—Thc Lon- 
don press today was cautiously non 
committal with regard to that sug- 
gestion In President Hoover's arm- 
istice day speech that the safety of 
food ships in wartime be guaran 
teed to all nations. 
The best part of the speech, the 
London Times said, was that ex- 
pressing his conviction the world 
is becoming more genuinely inclin- 
ed toward peace. 
"Certainly," the paper comment- 
ed, "the omens for the naval con- 
ference In January are becominsr 
more favorable and an atmosphere 
has been created wherein the con- 
ference will have every chance 
success."

(AP)—Secretary Good un- 
derwent a difficult opera- 
tion for gangrenous, perfor- 
ating appendicitis at Walter 
Reed hospital today, and his 
condition was described as 
extremely serious.

The surgeons found the appendix
